Didn’t Want to. Live 
“She didn’t w ant to live," said 
Dr. W illiam J. Peacock, chiroprac­ 
tor. who brought the girl here from 
Fresno, w here she w as given up 
as a hopeless case. 
“I brought her 
back to the point where she could 
choose betw een life and death, but 
she told me she w as afraid to get 
well, fearing th a t she m ight a l­ 
ways be a p artial Invalid.” 
On April 4, M rs.’ Drum m ond was 
found unconscious in a room In a 
boarding house in Fresno. Gas was 
flowing from an open Jet and it 
w as a t first believed she had a t­ 
tem pted suicide. 
M edical au th o ri­ 
ties agreed th a t th e girl’s brain 
cells w ere in a sta te of incipient 
disintegration. 
N ation-Wide Interest 
The case drew nation-w ide in ­ 
terest because of th* comeliness of 
the young wom an and th* strange 
m alady w ith which she was suffer­ 
ing. 
“I called a t th* house last night 
a t 6 o’clock and she w as breathing 
easily,” Dr. Peacock said. 
“She 
died at 9:15 o’clock.”

The two engagem ents were the 
result of a governm ent plan, which 
Involved combining federal forces 
in JaJisco, M ichoacan and Aguas 
Calientes. 
No report has been received of 
the extent of federal casualties.

The am endm ent provides for a 
graduated rate on corporation in ­ 
comes below $15,000 as follows;

and 
nine per cent on incomes between 
$12,000 and $15,000. 
“This is th* first gun fired on 
the integrity of this bill," R epre­

D em ocratic proposal. 
“It is the beginning of an a t­ 
tack to raise the bill to $400,000.- 
000,” he said.

In Turkestan 


TASHKENT, Russian Turkestan, 
Dec. 12.—More and more Moham­ 
medan women in the Soviet re­ 
publics of Southwestern Siberia are 
daring to abandon th# wearing of 
veils. 
Mass meetings are being held to 
ndvorate elimination of veils, and 
Bolshevik authorities are encourag­ 
ing the overthrow of the lellgious 
custom by punishing vigorously any 
violence to women who throw away 
the long black coverings. 
Abandonment of veils has sym­ 
bolized in Mohammedan Russia the 
rise of radicalism and 
tho senti­ 
ment for woman’s emancipation and 
equality. The first women to take 
the step were victims of cruelties 
ascribed to Mohammedan 
mullahs 
who feared a breakdown of relig­ 
ious practices, but so severely did 
the soviet authorities launch repris­ 
als that women no longer fear phy­ 
sical harm as a consequence of 
doffing the veil#. 
In their campaign for freedom of 
women the communists have held 
many mass 
meetings 
advocating 
the abolition 
of 
veils.

The majority rules in part counsels. 
Expediency 
sometimes demands that the views of the minority 
should be seriously considered. 
But the Constitu­ 
tion of the Edited States ought not to be trifled 
with. 
Either the Eighteenth Amendment should be 
repealed or it should be obeyed. 
The present im­ 
passe is an embarrassment to the party in power, 
and it is demoralizing the respect for law.

Europe does not think at all about America, and 
she thinks much less of America. 
So says a re­ 
cent writer in one of our current periodicals. 
Po­ 
litically and morally, he says, America does not 
count in the world. 
Financially and industrially 
she does figure, but America’s prestige is no great­ 
er in the world because of that. 
One is conscious of that in reading foreign news­ 
papers. 
There is rarely any mention o f America 
in the news. 
The American tourist is omnipresent 
in Europe, hut he is thought of as a 
jolly 
and 
an innocuous spender who is to be separated from 
his coin as much as possible. 
The only thing that 
interests Europe in America is the thing that makes 
it possible for the European to shake his fist at 
America or throw stones at America. 
That ex­ 
plains the criticism of America in the debt can­ 
cellation question. 
It explains the furor in Europe 
o f the Sacco-Vanzetti case. 
Europe knew little 
about either o f these questions, but they furnish­ 
ed the occasion to vent a little indignation or dis­ 
gust of America. 
Thomas Edison recently said that the time is 
coming that all Europe will combine against Amer­ 
ica. 
It has already com e. 
And what will save us 
in fhe end will not be our Financisl strength or our 
industrial efficiency.

PHYSICAL CHANGE LINKED WITH A T Y PE OF 
INSANITY 
The various form s of insanity are divided in som e 
classifications into tw o types, those which are ap ­ 
parently alm ost wholly m ental, and those for which 
definite physical changes can be found w ithin the 
hum an body. 
Among the three g reat form s of functional m ental 
disturbances ar* dem entia praecox, which accounts 
for 28 per cent of adm issions to institutions; depres­ 
sive insanity, which accounts for 14.8 per cent, and 
paranoia, which accounts for 1.7 per cent. 
Cause and Effect 
Among the m ental diseases which can be corre­ 
lated w ith physical changes In the hum an body ar# 
general paralysis or softening of the brain, which is 
responsible for IO per cent of admissions to in stitu ­ 
tions for th e insane and which results invariably 
from syphilis. 
M antid disturbance associated w ith 
extrem e old age is responsible for 17 per cent of a d ­ 
m issions to hospitals and to Institutions. 
The ex­ 
cessive use of alcohol or of drugs is associated w ith 
5 per cent of adm issions; diseases of th* brain, a n ­ 
other 5 per cent; epilepsy and various infections con­ 
stitu te the rem ainder. 
The definition h as been advanced th a t th e insane 
person Is one who has lost a 
certain 
am ount 
of 
ability th a t he once had. 
On the other hand, the 
feeble-m inded person never had any ability to lose 
ic th e first place. 
Feeble-m lndedness 
cannot 
be 
cured; it can only be benefited and alleviated by 
appropriate care. 
Sixty per cent of it is inherited 
and represents a defect in th e parent’s stock. 
Classification 
Among all of the subjects on which the public Is 
not well informed, 
th e 
classification 
of 
various 
grades of m ental defectiveness Is apparently the 
m ost confused. 
Scientists class as idiots persons who are below 
two years In m ental age and who cannot live w ith­ 
out care. 
Im beciles have a m ental age from three to seven 
years. 
M orons are not persons afflicted w ith bestiality, 
but persons of m ental age 
betw een 
seven 
and 
twelve.
